END OF QUIET CAMPAIGN 

WILL SEE FA TE OF VARE 



Next Tuesday will bring to a 
close one of the quietest election 
campaigns that Lower Merion, Nar- 
berth and many other sections of 
Pennsylvania have witnessed in a 
long time but despite all the lack of 
pre-election excitement there will be 
one underlying feature which will 
invite more than usual interest from 
the electorate. This will be the fate 
of Congressman William S. Vare, 
Republican candidate for the Senate. 
Officers to be elected Tuesday at 
the general election are a United 
States Senator, a Governor, a Lieu- 
tenant Governor, a Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs, and, in this district, a 
Congressman, a State Senator, and 
an Assemblyman. In all but the first 
of these, the candidates of the Re- 
publican party are generally con- 
ceded their usual sweeping major- 
ities. 

Much feeling was aroused against 
Vare in a bitter primary campaign 
last spring and some of this still 
exists. For this reason the Con- 
gressman is expected to run behind 
his ticket in the State and a real 
contest between him and his Demo- 
cratic opponent, William B. Wil- 
son, may be anticipated. 

Just how Vare will run is un- 
certain, for no one knows just how 
much or how little "cutting" of 
ticket will be done by Republican 
voters. If the Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh and Dauphin County organi- 
zations turn out for the Congress- 
man full strength, however, local 
political dopesters foresee victory 
for him. 

Montgomery county in the pri- 
maries turned in the biggest single 
plurality in the State against Vare. 
Party regularity is a strong point 
with the Johnson county organiza- 
tion, however, and Vare is expected 
to go over with the rest of the Re- 
publican ticket in Montgomery 
Tuesday. 

The situation in Lower Merion 
as regards Vare is one which defies 
predictions. Sentiment here in the 
primary was particularly strong for 
Senator Pepper, and when his de- 
feat was announced many voters 
declared that they would not vote 
for Vare. 

This feeling has worn off some- 
what with the intervening months, 
and now many who declared against 
Vare will vote for him because they 
place party regularity and the de- 
sire for a Republican majority in 
the Senate above their personal an- 
tagonism to Vare. Still others 
rather than commit the heresy of 
splitting their tickets will remain 
away from the polls. An on top of 
this there are many independent- 
thinking voters who, through the

In the list of candidates to be 
voted on for State and national of- 
fices next Tuesday Narberth has 
one resident as her representative. 
Edward S. Haws, of 109 Dudley 
avenue, is a candidate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket for assemblyman from 
this district. 

At nearly every election the 
borough has at least one resident on 
the ticket. In most cases, the Demo- 
cratic organization picks a Narberth 
man who, although having little 
chance of election in this strongly 
Republican territory, yet usually 
polls a large complimentary vote 
among his neighbors. 

So next Tuesday it is felt sure 
that a good part of the Republican 
bloc will split their ballots so as to 
back up a local resident — in this case 
one who has been active in borough 
affairs for many years. 

Mr. Haws was born at Joanna 
Heights, Berks county, in 1873, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Patterson. 
Haws. His father was a school 
teacher and country storekeeper, 
raising a family of 12 children, six 
of whom became school teachers. 

As a young man Mr. Haws went 
to Montana, shortly after that State 
was admitted to the* Union, and 
stayed there a year. In 1897 ne 
married Miss Ada Louise Ely, of 
New York, and settled in Philadel 
phia, engaging in the business of a 
contracting plasterer. 

In 1902, at which time his Main 
Line patronage had grown to consid- 
erable size, he moved to Narberth. 
He identified himself with the Nar- 
berth Presbyterian Church and for 
17 years was treasurer of the Sun- 
day School. For the past 16 years 
he has been a member of the board 
of trustees. 

Mr. Haws has had some part in 
nearly all local activities. He was 
one of the founders of the Y. M. 
C. A. and was on the board of trus- 
tees until the sale of the building. 
He has been interested in the work 
of the schools and in civic affairs. 
More recently he represented the 
borough in the $15,000,000 drive 
for aged Presbyterian ministers. He 
is a member of the local committee 
for the Welfare drive. 

On January 1, 1924, he was ap- 
pointed postmaster at Narberth by 
President Wilson, and held that of- 
fice more than two terms, until Au- 
gust 6, 1922. During his adminis- 
tration carrier service was estab- 
lished, the office was advanced to 
second class, and moved to its pres- 
ent location. 

He has two children, both of 
whom live in Narberth, Mrs. John 
C. Nash and Mrs. Arthur L. Cooke. 
A brother, W. Howard Haws, re- 
sides on Dudley avenue, as does 
his sister, Mrs. Hervey C. Keim. 

To "Our Town's" interviewer he 
boasted of being a life-long Jeffer- 
sonian Democrat. His outdoor 
hobby is baseball; his indoor sport 
pinochle. 

Mr. Vare's unpopularity about 
these parts will result in many split 
ballots. If the editor may editor- 
ialize on the front page, he expresses 
the hope that the splitting will be 
made to include the majority of Re- 
publican votes to be turned over to 
Narberth's only representative at 
this election. 

For, after all, partisanship does 
not always sway the casting of the 
ballot!

HEARING DATE SOON 



The Ordinance and Law Commit- 
tee of. the Borough Council, of 
which Councilman Kaeber is chair- 
man, and Councilmen Wood and 
Redifer are the other two members, 
proposes to hold soon a public hear- 
ing with reference to the so-called 
"shingle-roof" ordinance, which has 
been under discussion in one form 
and another in the borough for the 
past two years. This ordinance, if 
it should be passed, would affect 
every building in the borough and 
would provide that no new shingle 
roofs could be laid, no old roofs 
could be repaired with shingles if 
the repairs exceeded 15 per cent, of 
the total roof, and that all shingle 
roofs would have to be eliminated 
entirely within 20 years of the pas- 
sage of the ordinance. 

It will be seen from this sum- 
mary that this is a matter directly 
affecting the interests and the pock- 
etbooks of all property owners. It 
is, therefore, desirable that every- 
one should keep in mind the com- 
ing public hearing, the date of which 
will be announced soon, and prepare 
to attend and express an opinion.

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"WHY SHOULD I GIVE?" 

This is the week when the vol- 
unteer canvassers for the Welfare 
Federation are calling on all resi- 
dents of the Main Line to contrib- 
ute to the fund which will finance 
the activities of 1 50 philanthropic 
organizations in Philadelphia and 
vicinity during the year 1927. The 
real question that has to be an- 
swered, in the mind, at least, of 
everyone who is asked to con- 
tribute is: "Why should I give?" 

The answer to that question lies 
in the fact that these philanthropic 
agencies do perform a vital serv- 
ice to every member of the com- 
munity regardless of his own indi- 
vidual prosperity. If all of these 
agencies of relief should cease 
their activities, the sum total of un- 
relieved misery, destitution and 
even squalor would menace, with- 
in a comparatively short time, the 
life, health and happiness of the 
entire community. Enlightened 
self-interest, if no other reason, 
should convince everyone of the 
necessity of contributing something 
to this campaign. 

There are other much higher 
motives for contributing. Few 
people have escaped the sorrows, 
anxieties and calamities of ordi- 
nary life and have found them 
difficult to bear, regardless of 
financial circumstances. The feel- 
ing of human sympathy for those 
who have only similar difficulties, 
but who lack entirely, not only the 
financial means, but the simple 
rudiments of friendly contact, 
should cause everyone to contrib- 
ute out of sympathy alone. 

Sometimes the impression en- 
countered is that all of the money 
raised by the Welfare Federation 
is expended in and for the city of 
Philadelphia. That is not the case. 
An adequate proportion is directly 
expended to aid various organiza- 
tions of the Main Line. Among 
the Main Line beneficiaries of the 
Welfare Federation are: The 
Americanization Committee of 
Ardmore; the Haverford Com- 
munity Centre; 15 troops of Girl 
Scouts; 14 troops of Boy Scouts; 
the Main Line C'tizens' Associa- 
tion, with its multifold activities, 
including the ma'.ntsnance of five 
district nurses. 

As en example of the work ac- 
complished here on the Main Line, 
it is necessary only to select the 
activities of the visiting nurse com- 
mittee of the Ma'n Line Citizens' 
Association, which covers a terri- 
tory of 38 square miles. During 
the year 1925 the visiting nurses 
made 12,469 visits into homes of 
all classes. In making these visits, 
the nurses traveled 30,000 miles.

Council that there was no general 
feeling of opposition to the pro- 
posed ordinance. 

In the case of several other ordi- 
nances affecting properties, inci- 
dents have developed in which the 
property owners were later very 
much troubled by the restrictions of 
the ordinance and have" indignantly 
protested to Council, saying that 
they had had no opportunity to 
know of the passage of such an or- 
dinance. This public hearing will 
be the opportunity for everyone to 
appear and express an opinion. 

The reason for the proposal to 
pass such an ordinance is that the 
ordinance would be the final step 
required by the Fire Underwriters' 
Association by means of which the 
fire insurance rates for the borough 
of Narberth could be considerably 
reduced. The borough is now rated 
for fire insurance purposes in Class 
D and if this ordinance, together 
with other measures which have 
been taken in the past, were adopt- 
ed, the borough would be advanced 
to Class B or Class A for fire in- 
surance purposes. 

The actual saving in dollars and 
cents per year on the average resi- 
dential property fire insurance might 
not be great, but the aggregate sav- 
ing for the entire borough would be 
large and the indirect benefits of en- 
joying the lower fire insurance rat- 
ing on the Main Line would be 
many. 

This same ordinance came to a 
vote before the former Council, 
more than a year ago, and was de- 
feated at that time by a 4 to 3 vote. 
The members of the present Coun- 
cil are open-minded with reference 
to it, and will be greatly influenced 
by whatever expressions of public 
opinion are brought out at the pub- 
lic hearing or otherwise. 

The date of the hearing will soon 
be announced.

quietness of the campaign, have lost 
interest completely in the election, 
and will not appear to vote. 

When the anti-Vare vote, which 
will be eliminated for these reasons, 
is ... taken and compared to the 
straight ticket vote of the day-in 
and day-out organization workers in 
the township, there is every indi- 
cation that Vare should get a major- 
ity here. 

"Still you can never tell. Lower 
Merion is a region of independent 
thinkers in politics," declared one 
observer, active in township politics, 
commenting on the situation. "Many 
will not let party regularity guide 
them. It would not surprise me to 
see a lot of anti-Vare sentiment.." 

Such opposition to Vare as has 
been uncovered by organization 
workers is reported stronger among 
the male voters than the women. 
This came as a surprise, for Pep- 
per sentiment in the primary was 
popularly supposed to be greater 
with the women voters. 

"Many of the women were anti- 
Vare in the spring," said one woman 
prominent in independent political 
activities, "but I believe the num- 
ber is quite reduced now. Mr. Wil- 
son will pull a good vote through- 
out the State, but I don't think he 
will get a large one here. The Re- 
publican plea for a party man to 
support the Coolidge majority in the 
Senate will effect many who would 
otherwise deflect." 

While the status of Congressman 
Vare with the voters of Lower Mer- 
ion may be called either favorable 
or uncertain, depending upon one's 
sympathies/ there is little doubt of 
his stand in Narberth. The women 
voters there are anti-Vare and are 
working against him. As they pre- 
dominate in the borough electorate, 
it will be surprising if Wilson is not 
given a majority there. 

Narberth has always been of in- 
dependent leanings. This combined 
.with the fact that it numbers more 
Democrats in proportion than in 
township voting districts, explains 
its stand. Narberth has been drawn 
upon pretty consistently for candi- 
dates for the different county and 
State Democratic tickets. 

One Democrat, Richard J. Hamil- 
ton, of Ardmore, who is running for 
Congress against Henry W. Watson, 
is expected to draw a large compli- 
mentary vote in both Lower Merion 
and Narberth. He is widely known 
as head of the Merion Title and 
Trust Company and is an active 
member of the Lower Merion 
School Board. 

Republican organization workers 
were active all over the county the 
past week in interests of their ticket. 



Their watchword has been the key- 
note sounded by Mrs. Dobson Alte- 
mus Eastman, president of Pennsyl- 
vania Council of Republican 
Women, in her campaign speeches 
namely: "The time to fight over 
candidates is at the primaries. At 
the general election every Republi- 
can should support the whole 
ticket." 

Get-togethers of Republican 
workers were held this week in vari- 
ous parts of the county. Yesterday 
there was a luncheon in Norristown 
for the Montgomery County Repub- 
lican Committee. It was attended 
by the committee men and women 
from the 16 districts in Lower Mer- 
ion and Narberth. The candidates 
on the Republican ticket appeared 
as speakers.

DEFEAT OF VARE IS 
A PARTY NECESSITY 

The self-respecting Republicans of 
Pennsylvania are confronted with an issue 
which extends beyond State lines and 
relates to the fitness of their party as 
nn instrument for managing the affnirs 
of the national Government. 

They must decide whether it is better 
to send to the Senate a Republican who 
is not properly equipped and who spent 
enormous sums to secure his nomination 
than to defeat that man and thus demon- 
strate to the country nt large that Penn- 
sylvania Republicanism is willing to fore- 
go a possible temporary political advan- 
tage for the sake of the greater good of 
the party as a whole in the years to come. 

The majority against Vare in the pri- 
maries was 257,000. He carried only 
Philadelphia and Dauphin Counties, and 
more than one-half of his totol vote was 
polled in Phi'adelphin. He was nomi- 
nated because of a divided opposition, and 
he would not have been nominated at all 
if he had been opposed by n single candi- 
date, because the Republicans of the State 
know what his limitations are. 

In addition to his unfitness for the 
Scnatorship, it was disclosed after the 
primary that enormous sums had been 
spent to secure the votes thnt were cast 
for him. So his nomination is tainted 
by scandal that, if ignored by his party, 



will disgrace it for years to come. It is 
already an issue in the present Congres- 
sional campaign, and it will be cited by 
the opposition in the indictment which 
it makes against the Republicans in the 
national campaigns. 

It would be better for the Republican 
Party to lose control of the Senate than 
to retain it by the vote of a man who 
is a liability rather than an asset to the 
national party. It is more important 
that the pnrty clean house than It U to 
organize the Senate next yenr. It cannot 
afford to go into the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1928 with such 'a millstone hang- 
ing about ita neck. 

The professional politicians never look 
beyond the immediate election. Their sup- 
port of Vare can be understood. But the 
rank and file of Republican voters, who 
look with pride on the record of their 
party, cannot afford to be so nearsighted. 
And the Republican business men, whose 
prosperity is fostered by Republican su- 
premacy, cannot safely be a party to any 
program the execution of which is certain 
to eudanger that supremacy. 

The defeat of Vare this year would be 
one of the most telling blows that could 
be delivered to the Democratic plan of 
campaign in 102S. The election and seat- 
ing of Vare is exactly what the Demo- 
crats are praying for. That and the 
election and seating of Smith, of Illinois, 
would put the Republicans on the de- 
fensive.
